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Dr.  Jones  Lists 
College  Needs 

The  necessary  capital  im¬ 
provements  to  the  educational 
facilities  will  cost  approxi¬ 
mately  $2,947,475.  Dr.  J.  W. 
Jones,  president,  submitted 
an  itimized  list  to  the  four 
state  senators  and  six  repre¬ 
sentatives  who  toured  the 
campus  this  summer. 

On  this  tour  the  Missouri 
legislative  committee  were 
shown  the  progress  of  a  1961- 
1963  appropriation  for  $696,958 
in  improvements  to  the  physi¬ 
cal  plant.  Dr.  Jones  advised 
them  that  requests  have  been 
made  for  nearly  $3  million  im¬ 
provements  during  the  *63-65 
fiscal  period. 

The  key  request  is  for  a  $2 
million  fine  arts  building, 
while  the  other  requests  are 
for  improvements  or  additions. 

Construction  and  repairs  in¬ 
clude  roof  and  gutter  repairs, 
$50,000;  lighting  in  the  admin¬ 
istration  building,  $11,000;  new 
home  management  house,  $75, 
000;  boiler,  $156,175;  new 
roads,  $150,000. 

Also,  there  will  be:  addition 
to  the  library,  $750,000;  re- 
noviation  to  the  Horace  Mann 
training  school,  $75,000;  stack 
and  water  softener  for  the 
heating  plant,  $65,000;  and 
instructional  equipment,  $57, 
475. 

Current  construction  of 
dormitories  and  improvements 
to  the  Union  building  are  be¬ 
ing  done  under  a  loan  from  a 
U.  S.  government  agency.

Eng.  10  Added 
To  Curriculum 

This  year  a  new  class,  Eng¬ 
lish  10,  has  been  added  to  the 
present  11  and  12.  There  are 
three  sections  of  10  which 
meet  five  days  a  week.  The 
class  starts  in  the  fundament¬ 
als  of  mechanics;  however,  it 
is  planned  to  have  achieved 
the  same  aims  as  the  students 
in  English  11,  from  which  most 
of  the  study  in  mechanics  of 
writing,  spelling,  etc.  has  been 
removed. 

The  English  12  classes  re¬ 
main  much  the  same  as  in  the 
past,  including  the  study  of 
literatui’e.  Many  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  are  in  the  first  semester 
of  school.  These  students  will, 
upon  completion  of  English  12, 
register  for  English  85,  an 
honors  course  involving  criti¬ 
cal  and  creative  writing  and 
study  of  literature. 

Placement  for  these  classes 
is  based  upon  pre-registration 
tests  taken  by  the  incoming 
freshmen.

Frosh  Program  Revamped 

In  1962  Innovation  has  replaced  Orientittion. 

Gone  are  the  green  beanies.  Gone  are  the  days  of  endless 
enti'ance  exams.  Gone  also  are  the  small  classes  of  orientation 
taught  by  individual  faculty  members. 

Here  to  replace  these  methods  of  the  past  is  the  mature  ap^ 
proach.  Here  are  Thursday  night  meetings  of  total  college  cur¬ 
riculum  orientation  with  compulsory  attendance.  Here  are  the 
still  invisible  identity  tags.  Remaining  from  past  years  is  the 
quite  effective  “Effective  Reading  Program”,  now  drably 
styled  as  Ed  1. 

Here  is  a  program  which,  while  it  may  rob  the  college  of  a 
long  standng  tradition,  goes  far  beyond  the  old  kangaroo  courts 
in  integrating  the  freshmen  into  the  college  community. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  new  method  is  to  inform  the  incom¬ 
ing  freshmen  of  the  social  and  intellectual  life  of  the  college, 
the  traditions  and  standards  of  behavior,  and  the  various  areas 
of  study  offered.  Dean  of  Students  Charles  Koerble  with  the 
aid  of,  other  administrators  and  faculty  members  is  ably  mak¬ 
ing  the  transition  from  the  small  school  approach  to  one  better 
suited  for  a  larger  college. 

The  purpose  of  Freshman  Orientation  remains  the  same  but 
the  methods  are  changing.  The  problem  of  students  dropping 
out  before  graduating  or  remaining  a  home-centered  suitcase 
student  will  still  be  present  but  the  new  method  hopes  to  elim¬ 
inate  some  of  the  difficulty.  Dr.Koerble’s  hopes  are  high.  “We 
hope  to  make  Freshman  Orientation  as  meaningful  and  inter¬ 
esting  as  we  can  so  that  the  class  of  ’66  can  really  beat  the 
statistics  relative  to  withdrawals”.

300  Loaves 
And  What 
Have  You  Got? 

Who  has  been  eating  three 
hundred  loaves  of  bread  each 
day?  It  could  only  be  all  the 
students  who  eat  in  the  cafe¬ 
teria. 

According  to  Mrs.  M.  T. 
Sheldon,  dietician,  most  of 
this  bread  is  consumed  at  din¬ 
ner  during  the  noon  hours.  The 
cafeteria  serves  approximate¬ 
ly  650  students  at  breakfast, 
1,250  students  at  dinner  and 
1,200  students  at  supper. 

This  large  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  requires  a  large  amount 
of  food.  Some  quanities  of  var¬ 
ious  foods  are:  600  pounds  of 
potatoes  per  evening  meal, 
350  pounds  ground  beef  for 
meat  loaf,  225  dozen  buns  for 
wieners  per  meal,  250  pounds 
wieners,  150  pounds  sausage 
patties  for  breakfast,  7  cases 
canned  vegetables,  4  to  5 
thirty-dozen  Cases  of  eggs 
fried  for  breakfast,  4  cases  of 
24  heads  of  lettuce  and  fruit 
for  salad,  46  five-gallon  cans 
of  milk,  2  to  4  ten-gallon  cans 
of  bulk  milk,  and  1,300  to  1,400 
minute  steaks  fried  per  even¬ 
ing  meal. 

Approximately  20  cooks  pre¬ 
pare  the  meals.  Seventy  stu¬ 
dents  are  employed  to  serve 
in  the  serving  lines,  to  clear 
tables,  to  check  meal  tickets, 
to  work  in  the  dishwashing 
room,  and  to  clean  on  Satur¬ 
day.
